THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


RECEPTION OF THE FRENCH AND 
GERMAN VISITORS. 


Their Entrance Into the Senate--Nominations Con- 
* firmed--The Cabinet Nominations to be Made 
After the President’s Return From the 
Yorktown Celebration. 


WASHINGTON, October 14.—{Mr. Lamar’s_ res- 
olution of yesterday relative to the inter-oceanic 
“anak was adopted. ' : 

Mr. Sherman’s resolution asking the secretary of 
the treasury for the report of J. F. Meline was. laid 
over and the senate went into executive session. 

When the doors were opened, on motion of Mr 
Anthony, the privileges of the floor for to-day were 
extended to the nutional gnests,’ and the sergeant- 
at-arms Was directed to make suitable preparations 
for their reception. 

The senate then took recess until 2:50. 

The senate did not reassemble until 3 o'clock 
and atthat hourthe galleries were filled to their 
utmost capacity. 

Mr Morgan offered a resolution, which was adopt- 
ed, ealling on the secretary of the treasury for a copy 
ofany orders made by him since the 28th of July.1&81, 
relating to the payment or disbursement of the 
money appropriated forthe payment of senators 
and of the officers of the senate, together with the 
reports or decisions of the officers of the treasury 
department touching the power of the secretary of 
the treasury in ordering such payment or disburse- 
ment, 

Mr Edmunds Offered a resolution directing the 
committee on judiciary to inquire and report 
whether the proceedings for the extradition of 
Vineenzo Reballo, under the treaty with Italy have 
been proper under the treaty, and in accordance 
with the law. Also, whether the method of extra- 
dition of the alleged fugitive have been such as to 
sufficiently protect the alleged fugitive from in- 
justice, and what further legislation is necessary 
for that purpose. The committee is also granted 
leave to send for persons and papers, The resolution 
was adopted. 

At3:l) the distinguished French and German 
visitors entered the chamber and stood in the rear 
of the senators’ desks. When quiet had been re- 
stored Mr Bayard rose and said: 

I beg leave to apprise the senate of the presence 
on the floor of the chamber of certain distinguished 
officers and citizens of our sister republic, France, 
and also of certain other distinguished officers and 
citizens of the empire of Germany, who have come 
here for the purpose’ of joining with the peo- 
ple of the United States in the celebration 
and commemoration of the great culminating vic- 
tory to the arms of the allied colonies one hundred 
years ago—the great victory of these colonies, and 
of their allies of that day, their allies of this day. 
I know that I speak the sentiment of every member 
of the American senate when I say that they are 
most welcome to this chamber, and now I move 
that, for the purpose of each member paying that 
respect Which each and all feel for those who have 
honored us by their presence, a recess of half an 
hour be taken for the purpose of enabling the pre- 
siding oflicer of the senate and each one of its mein- 
bers to pay that respect which represents not only 
but the feeling of every

President Arthur has determined that he will not 
send the nominations for the cabinet until after the 
Yorktown celebration. Ue said to the senators this 
afternoon that he would be gratitied if the senate 
would take an early step toward adjournment. He 
added that, of course, he would have to goto York- 
town hime«elf and he would be pleased to have all 
of the senate go. When asked further as to his 
wishes, he suggested that the senate take a recess of 
several days to attend the centennial and do henor 
to the French and German visitors. He added 
that he could not detain the senate many days after 
the return from Yerktown. As. the original 
programme ofthe government’s participation in 
the centennial, and of the honors to the foreign vis- 
itors contemplated the present cabinet, and werear- 
ranged by them, the president wants to keep the 
together until after the centennial. He 
will make the cabinet nominations, however, imme- 
diately after the centennial, but the senate will not 
adjourn sine dig until about the 24.h, 

There isapparent discontent among the demo- 
cratic senators at Senator Davis's election, They 
generally believed up to the last moment that he 
would not accept. Seme of them criticise him 
pretty severely, saying he has virtually abandoned 
his much boasted independent position. A demo- 
matic senator who retiects his party sentiment ac- 


| eurately, says that Davis's ambition was tempted by 


the possibility of reaching the presidential chair, 
and that overcame his usually good judgment. ‘‘'! 
believe he did not more than half get his own con- 
sent to accept that position at the hands of the re- 
publicans, and I fee] eonfident the republicans will 
be wofully disappointed inhim. They lay the flat- 
tering unction to their souls that he will remain si- 
lent on all party questions, and thus leave them a 
majority of one. Iam satisfied that he will not do 
anything of the kind. I do not believe that he will 
vote with the republicans any more in the future 
thin he hasin the past. I have confidence in his 
integrity, and while I think he made a mistake in 
taking this position, he will never be guilty of any 
act that will give the transaction the color of 
a barguin, as far as he is concerned.’’ 

Another demvuerat. who represents the views of 
those who criticise Davis, says: ‘I regard Davis's 
election as the resultof a bargain, I do not mean 
that certain terms and conditiéns were definstely 
stated and agreed upon. This, I am satisfied, was 
not done, but there was and is a tacit understand- 
ing that he is expected to. vote on questions where 
the republicans want a majority, and he will com- 
ply. The republicans Were too smart to demand a 
Metinite pledge fromDavid Davis, and because they 
did not, the old man persuaded himself that there 
was no batguin, and that the coudtry will see the 
aftuir in that light. 

Senator Davis said to-day tea democratic senator, 
with whem he enjoys intimate relations, that he 
wanted his friends to understand that the position 
came to him unsought and without any conditions, 
and that he would not aceept it otherwise, thouch 
he frankly admitted that he desired the position. 
His friend@-assured him that he had no deubt.of the 
integrity of his purposes.

When the proposition to 
elect him was formally submitted, Davis declared 
that he would not accept it except unconditionally. 

Secretary Blaine told a friend recently that he 
made up his mind on the 23d of last July that Presi- 
dent Garfield would dic, and he then determined 
to offer his resignation immediately upen the in- 
auguration of President Arthur. Blaine said that

At the State Department. 

WASHINGTON, October 14.—The French and Ger- 
man representatives who came to attend the York- 
town celebration, accompanied by diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of their countries, were to-day for- 
mally received at the state department by Secretary 
Blaine, assisted by other members of the cabinet. 
Afterward a procession was formed, with guests 
and official entertainers in carriages, escorted by 
military and civic organizations, and passed through 
Pennsylvania avenue to the capitol. The line of 
march was thronged with people and gaily decor- 
ated. The government employes had been given 
half a holiday during the reception at the capitol. 
Admission was denied all but those speciallyinvited. 
President Arthur appeared in the rotunda escorted 
by Secretary Blaine, and was introduced to the 
visitors. The army officers, headed by General 
Sherman, were introduced by Secretary Lincoln 
the naval by Secretary Hunt; supreme court judges 
by Secretary MacVeagh. Afterwards the guests visit- 
ed the senate chamber. The city to-night is illumif 
nated, and the groundsand open spaces south of the 
state and treasury departments are thronged with 
people witnessing a brilliant display of tireworksa 
the base of the Washington monument.

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VICTORIA TO ALFONSO. 


The Order of a Knight of the Garter Conferred Upen 
the Spanish Severeign. 

Mapnip, October 14.—The investiture of King 
Alfonso with the order of the garter has taken place. 
Alfonso XII had reccived many marks of sympathy 
from Queen Victoria, but-none more agreeable than 
the high distinction once before in this century 
conferred on another Spanish sovereign. Lord 
h Wellesley, afier the great Peninsular war, brought 
the garter to Ferdinand Vil., grandfather of Al- 
fonso. Relations ecooled between Spain and 
England during Queen Isabella's reign, when the 
» famous Guizot marriage policy annoyed the British 
government. During the revolution of Sep- 
tember England, ever siow to recognize govern- 
ments like those of Amadeus and Serrano, was 
among the first to hail the restoration of the boy 
wmerag who, when fresh from exile, was called to 
iis throne by the daring General Martinez Campos. 

Therefore the Spanish court received with much 
pleasure the announcement that a special envoy ex- 
traordinary would come as bearer of this regal 
ywresent to Don Alfonso, King Alfonso had signified 
ris acceptance of the proffered order, and had fixed 
October 11 as the day for investiture in his ow 
royal palace, The spevial envoy and 
brilliant following arrived just on the day when the 
king left for Caceres to receive the king of Portugal. 
Long before the appointed hour for the ceremony of 
investiture guards of honor, with bands and colors, 
took up their station in the palace court, opposite 
the state entrance, and immense crowds gathered 
near the approaches despite the efforts of horse and 
foot patrol, Meanwhile five state curriages, 
drawn by fine teams of Andalusian horses, plum- 
edand brilliantly harnessed, went with the Mar- 
quis del Valle, the principal introducer of the am- 
bussadors, to the hotel de Paris, The escort was 
formed by a squadron of royal horse guards. The 
marquis of Northampton and Sir Albert Woods, 
garter kings-at-arins, and members of the mission, 
were driven to the palace through crowded streets. 
As soon as they reached the palace they were hailed 
with a royal saluteand British anthem. A proces- 

scion Was tormed in which toarched the members of 
the royal household, the chamberlains in order ot 
precedence, the suites of the plenipotentia- 
ries, each = carrying part of the in- 
signia—the book of the statute, the 
sword, mantle, collar, hatand plumes.

HUDSON’S HANGING. 


et er, 


THE END OF THE TERRELL COUN- 
TY TRAGEDY. 

The Triple Murder of Last August--The Arrest and 
Conviction of the Criminal--His Execution in 
Dawson on Yesterday--The Scenes and 
the Crowds Around the Gallows. 


Special dispatch to the Consfitution. 
Dawson, October 14.—The readers of THE 
CONSTITUTION doubtless remember the details of the 
awful murder committed in Terrell county on the 
6th of August, when Frank Hudson, colored, brnu- 
tally murdered Mr David Lee, Mrs Lee and a negro 


girl on Mr Lee’s plantation. It will be remembered, | 


also, that Hudson afterwards confessed he ecommit- 
ted these diabolical murders for the purpose of 
robbing Mr -Lee’s house. The murderer was 
promptly arrested, and after narrowly eseaping 
lynch law, was inearecrated here, and Judge Hood 
held a special term of Terrell court on the 18th of 
Septem ber, for the purpose of trying 
Hudson, The prisoner had a fair trial 
and was ably defended by five excellent lawyers, 
appointed by the court, and was found guilty and 
sentenced to be hung on to-day. No new trial was 
thought of in his case, as_bis guilt was conelusively 
established and edmitted by himself. 

The doomed felon, since his conviction, has pass- 
ed the time with apparent indifference as to his ap- 
proaching fate. This morning he began to realize 
that his time on earth was short, but he appeared 
calm. At 12 o’clock to-day hejwas brought out of 
jail by Sheriff Roberts and was carried to the 
gallows, which had been erected in an old field in 
the southeastern limits of Dawson. The military 
company here, with forty-eight men in rank, acted 
as guard. Arriving at the gallows, Hudson 
quickly stepped from the wagon on which he @bde 
from jail, and after shaking hands with several aec- 
quaintances he calmly ascended the seaffold. He 
seemed greatly concerned about what should be- 
come of his body, as his family had informed the 
sheriff that they would have nothing to 
do with it, but his friends did finally 
agree to have his body decently buried. 
He publicly acknowledged his guilt and the justice 
of his sentence and hoped that he had been for- 
given. He sang a few minutes, knelt in prayer and 
when he arose the sheriff pinioned his limbs and 
the black cap was adjusted. At twenty minutes past 
one, the drop fell and for a moment his body 
seemed convulsed and then beeame still. His neck 
was not broken by the fall, but he died of strangn- 
lation. In ten minutes his pulse ceased and at thir- 
teen minutes his heart stopped beating. 
In fifteen minutes from the time he 
fellthe attending physicians, Drs Cheatham and 
Kendrick, pronounced life extinet. At 1:45 the 
body was cutdown and taken in charge by his 
triends. 

Everything passed off quietly and in order, not- 
withstanding the immense ¢rowd present, six thons- 
and persons. Terrell county was organized twenty- 
tive years ago, and this was the first execution that 
has ever occurred in this county, 

THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 

About dusk on the 16th of last August Frank Hud- 
son, a trifling, worthless negro preacher, ealled at 
the house of Mr David M Lee, a highly respected, 
wealthy farmer of Terrell county, and solicited 
work. Mr Lee told Frank thatifhe was in earnest 
about wanting work he would employ him. Be. 
tore they agreed upon the price the negro ealled 
Mr Lee’s attention to the a in the woods 
near the house (which he had built as a decoy) and 
offered his assistance to put it out. About the time 
they reached the scene of the conflagration the ne- 
vro struck Mr Lee on the back of the head with a 
heavy fence rail, killing him instantly. After rob- 
bing him of what little money he had on his per- 
son, he extinguished the flames and returned to the 
house, where he met Mrs Lee, who inquired anx- 
iously about her husband. On being told that he 
was still watching the fire, but would be home very 
soon, she started to meethim. As she passed Frank 
on the porch he picked up an ax and struck her 
on the back of the bead with the sharp edge, split- 
ting it wide open to the shoulders. He then went 
into the house, where he met a negro servant 
girl about 16 years old, who he struck 
over the head with anax and left on the floor for 
dead, Then going in the kitehen he found the 
cook, a negro woman near 60 years old, asleep. He, 
fearing he might wake her robbing the house, made 
her sleep eternal by braining her with the ax. On 
his way to Mr. Lee’s room, where he knew the 
money be was in search of was kept, he noticed that 
the servant girlthat he had left there for dead a 
few moments before was missing. After a long 
search he found her under her mistress’ bed, where 
she had managed to crawl and conceal herself. He 
from her hiding place, and, as he 
of her with. his little 


dragged her 
thought, beat the life out 
hatchet, which had already done such 
bloody work. He then calmly proceeded 
to break open trunks, drawers, ete, until he found 
the money he was looking for, an amonnt some- 
where between 850 and $700. After leaving the 
aiter being struck over the head with an ax, and to 
guard against all possible accidents he went back 
to where Nr Lee was lying dead and mutilated the 
corpse fearfully by beating it with a fence rail. The 
murdcrer then walked about six miles to the house 
of his father-in-law, where he slept all night and to 
whom he gave a part cf the moncy, and told of the 
crime he had just committed. Unfortunately for 
the murderer, in beating the negro girl with the ax 
most of the blows fell on her head, and a few 
hours after he left the house she recovered 
consciousness, and managed to craw!, with both of 
her shoulder-blades broken and divers wounds 
about her head and shoulders, to the nearest neigh- 
bor’s, six miles distant, where she told of Hudson's 
bloody night's work. A hue and cry was immedi- 
ately raised and the murderer soon canght. 

Two different attempts were made to-mob him, 
one at Dawson and one at Albany, near where he 
was captnred. He confessed and gave in substance 
the tale of his crimes as above. He said 
his sole object for the murder was money. Mrand 
Mrs Lee had both been kind to him. He was tried, 
convicted and sentenced at the next term of the 
court, and to-day was the time appointed for him 
to shake off this mortal coil fromthe endof a

Of course, the best evidence of the growing pros- 
perity of a country is an increase in the.variety, 
amount and value of its productions. There is 
abundantevidence of this increase in the south. It 
appears int’ e statistics of every important crop, as 
in the raising of the annual cotton production in 
the past three seasons to nearly double the average 
of the decade preceding the war,in tne spread of 
the area of cultivation over large tracts previously 
untilled, the introduction of new crops, the opening 
up of new industries, and the extension of manu- 
factures, The average cotton crop from 1856 to 1861 
was not over 3,500,000 bales. In 1879 the crop was 
5,737,257 bales - in 1880, 6,000,000 atee. 
in 1881 fully as imany—according to 
estimates 6,500,000. The enrichinent 
of the soil by commercial fertilizers 
and the spread of the cotton belt 
westward and northward in South Carolina even to 
the slopes of the Blue Ridge, over the northern half 
of Georgia, and into similar new fields in other 
states, have produced this increase, Better and 
cleaner ginning, too, is adding to the market value 
of the cotton. In other farm crops like advances 
have been made. It is still a mooted question 
whether the southern farmer should raise his own 
supplies or purchase them from northern producers 
with the price of his cotton. The weight of author- 
ity, of proof, and of reason is with those who con- 
demn the all-cotton plan, and urge the farmers to 
raise theirown hay, corn, wheat and oats. Among 
thinking men, those who _ formulate the 
theories of the community, this view is 
generally accepted, and most of this 
class with whom I have talked in Atlanta 
are of the opinion that the custem of raising their 
own supplies is rapidly extending among the 
fariiiieg od the south. — is the case in North 
Carolina undoubtedly, but MrJS Newman, clerk 
of the Georgia department of agriculture, tells me 
that the amount of hay and grain raised in Georgia 
discouragingly small in proportion to the 
consumed, und the change to the better 
system is by no means rapid. Any one who sces the 
northern buled hay and wesiern corn discharging 
in front of the feed stores Of Atlanta will readily 
accept his statement. Georgia Consumes annu- 
ally 9,000,000 bushels of wheat, and 
(1879) 5,017,100 ; consumes = 35,000,000 bush- 
els of corn, and raises 20,000,000; consumes 325,000 
tons of hay, and produces 35,000. The rich farmers

Tne improvement in the farming methods of the 
south is most evidentip the enormous growth of 
the manufacture and sale of commercial tertilizers, 
which have not only increased the yield peracre on 
old lands, but have made possible the reclamation 
of thousands of acres of waste land, Farmers are 
taking an intelligentinterest in scientictic treatment 
of soils and crops. The Georgia department of ag- 
riculture is making an experiment with soils from 
ull parts of the state, with a view to determine 
what kind of artificial fertilizer is most needed to 
produce a large yield of cotton, and the fanmers of 
the state are manifesting a deep interest in the 
progress and result of the experiment. In- 
quiries concerning the varieties of hay best adapted 
to the soil of the state are reaching the department 
in large numbers, and farmers in every county are 
reporting the profitable results of higher farming, 
undertaken at the suggestion and under the direc- 
tion of the department.

Their investigation develops the fact that the 9of 
erage pay of the men in the severa)] department#in 
this company, with the exception of the laborers jc 
the roadway department, is above the average ra¥ 
paid by roads in this and adjoining states; ane 
while this is the case they feel that they are doing 
their employes no injustice. Thisis a fact, how- 
ever, that the recent increased demand in the coun- 
try for certain kinds of skilled labor has,. to some 
extent, monopolized the supply. and to those’ the 
company propose to make an advance commensu- 
rate with the necessity. 

It is the opinion of the board, that the individual 
merits and demerits of employes in the same char- 
acter of service, has not heretofore been sufficiently 
recognized by difference inthe pay, and it is pro- 
posed to establish more grades with differencein 
grade, and look to the heads of departments to tuke 
into more careful consideration, the individual 
merits of their employes, thusadjusting the rate 
paid, more fairly tothe value of treir services to 
the company. 

It is proper here to state, that whatever advance 
is made, will be solely on the grounds of the in- 
ereased demand forthat particular class of jabor, 
and by no means under the supposition that the 
earnings of the company forthe coming year are 
promising any justification for an increase of ex- 
penses; on the contrary, itis the deliberate opinion 
of the board, that were it a question that could be 
settled upon the principle of equity between the 
stockholders and employes, instead of upon the 
principle of supply and demand, the rates now paid 
could not be advance? -and it is also proper to state 
that the board fear the decrease in the revenues 
of the road and the decreased demand for labor of 
all kinds, will in the near future necessitate a re 
duction. While itis to be hoped that this will not 
be the case, the board cannot, in view of the low 
scale of rates forced upon the company by the rail- 
road commission on all local business, and the con- 
stantly decreasing rates on all through business at 
which the company is obliged to work in competi- 
tion with other lines, see any promise of other re- 
sults.

Closing Session of the Liquer Dealers’ Convention. 

CHICAGO, October 14—The National distillers and 
liquor dealers’ convention at their session, to-day, 
adopted a resolution recommending the appoint

Henry Forrest was arrested and placed 
upon trial for the offense. Public feeling ran so 
high in that part of the country, which, by the 
way, is near where tire noterious 
Bender murders were committed, that a 
vigilance com nmittec WAS organized and 
threats of lynching indulged in. Even Forrest’s 
counsel, © K Kimball. of this city, was threatened 
with violence if he dared defend so guilty a mur- 
derer.

Hayes not only did 
this, but he drew his salary quarterly or 
monthly in advance, contrary to law.

Haves was the head of the household, She 
very good old-fashioned woman, and 
took sodiety to be a magnified Sunday-school 
which ex-officio her husband was 
superintendent. Mr. Hayes, the fraud, was 
succeeded by Mr. Gartield, the scholar. Mr. 
Gauartield had always found life too short for 
society of anything but books and _ politics. 
In this he was seconded by a plain, simple, 
intellectual wife. They brought with them 
as their predecessors had done the simple 
western habits of life and western culture. 
There was nothing in .either of them to 
promise a brilliant era in the white house. 
Thus, to review them, - briefly, passed 
two. consecutive decades of Washington 
society, which, sinking yearly furth- 
er and further away from the 
executive mansion, gave place to the semi- 
political, semi-ofticial mixed democratic ele- 
ment which swarms about each successive 
head of the government, the chief ingredients 
being ofticial position and toadyism.

There isto be something more under 
the reign of Arthur than .imere political 
lunches, cold and dry state dinners, public 
receptions and prayers, cold tea and whisky. 
Because, ‘says the Washington social world, 
Arthur is a géntleman by birth and breeding, 
and he will live like a gentleman and enter- 
tain like a gentleman, It is, this idea which 
brings out the congratulation and happy an- 
ticipation of the super-esthetical fashionable 
world. If they are not permitted to enjoy 
the hospitalities of the executive mansion 
themselves the individual members of this 
circle feel that in the president they have an 
honored representative. There will be select 
receptions, at which the rabble will be ex- 
cluded: there will dinners to somebody 
else than pub. funes. and ol.l women ;there will 
be wine at these dinners, and good wine, too; 
there will be dancing, perhaps, also, a vision of 
whieh lls the Washingtonian mind with 
pleasurable anticipation. In short, the polite 
regime includes all that fashionable Washing- 
ton society demands.

Nor has his generation 
or any subsequent one manifested the grati- 
tude that is due to his distinguished merit, 
while his descendants, if dependent on what 
their father realized out of the inven- 
tion of the gin would be among 
the poorest citizens of the United States. 
There has been no monunient erected to his 
memory in any southern state—no town or 
city named after him—not even a steamer 
earrying the fruits of his invention to Europe 
or New England bears his name. It would be 
a fitting tribute of honor for Georgia at this 
time to ehange the uame of the city of At- 
lanta to Whitney as a mark of gratitude, 
while each southern state should pay to his 
descendants at least one mill on every pound 
of cotton cleaned by his invention within its 
boundaries for one year. It would be a trifle 
compared with the benefit conferred, but it 
would amount to a considerable sum in the 
aggregate and tend to remove the stigma now 
resting on most of the south for having ob- 
tained great and lasting benefits without re- 
muneration, 

The case would be a very different one, if 
during these last 8&8 vears, this invention liad 
been superseded by other inventions more 
meritorious «and useful. This invention 
has passed through the most inventive 
period of 8&8 years tliat hus ever 
known, and the plan of the machine 
never been changed. 

We simpiy give the hint, and hope that our 
southern brethren, while trying to promote 
their interest of this great International ex- 
position will not overlook the author of their 
present and past prosperity derived from 
raising and ginning cotton.

It is perhaps natural enough that Mr. Whit- 
ney fils should feel as he does and that he 
should regurd it as un entirely reasonable 
request that the city of Atlanta should have 
its name changed to the one he himself bears, 
although | fancy Atlanta having grown great 
and become Known as great under her present 
name would scarcely receive such a proposi- 
tion with favor.

In that decision Judge Johnsen 
vindicated the claims of the inventor, and a 
decree of perpetual injunction was entered. 
On the part of the defendant it had been 
urged that the invention was not useful. In 
rendering his decision the judze said on this 
point: 

“With regard to the utility of this discov- 
ery, the court would deem ita waste of time 
to dwell long upon this topic. Is there a 
| man who hears us, who has not experienced 
its utility? The whole interior of the south-

not now be seen. Some faint presentiment 
may be formed from the reflection that witte 
is rapidly supplanting wool, flax, silk, a1 
even furs in manufactures, and may one day 
protitably supply the use of specie in our Kast 
india trade. Our sister states, also, participate 
in the benefits of this nmvention; fur, besides 
affording the raw material for their manufac- 
turers, the bulkiness and quantity of the arti- 
cle afford a yaluable employment for their 
shipping.

“Opening of 
the Great Fairin Atlanta.’’ Thus the record 
of the results of the great inventor's work were 
hustling in the air over the very spot where 
his clay lay mouldering.

As 
it is, say the commissioners, the rates given the rail- 
roads by the commission are maximum, and lower 
rates can be given, without lowering along the en- 
tire line, on all kinds of products manufactured in 
Georgia, or oh the aothdien used in such manu fae- 
ture. Several of the railroads have declined to as- 
sist the manufacturers, and are charging lower 
fates on the same articles coming from without the 
state. If this be remedied probably the rates now 
in existence will continue throughout the present 
cotton season, as no one except the manufacturers 
seem to complain.
